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Corttinuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons stated in Paragraph No. 7 in 
the final rejection. As for the rejection of claims 136 and 147, the "vibration damping inserts" do not distinguish from the inserts disclosed 
by Hansen and Griffin et al. Further, the combination can be made for a purpose different from that of applicant. As for claim 147, 
contrary to applicant's argument, the cutting element exposure of Hansen or Griffin et al are more than half of the diameter of the cutting 
element. Regarding claims 137, 138 and 144, and the secondary references Huang or Beaton, contrary to applicant's argument, 
motivation to combine was provided on page 4, lines 7-8 of the final rejection. With respect to applicant's argument that the examiner's 
conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a 
sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). . 
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
